Annual Report of the Vice-President, 
FRANK B. HAYNE 



New Orleans, March 16, 1915. 
To His Excellency Governor Luther E. Hall: 

The income of the Hospital from State appropriation, $217,- 
000; from authorized fees, etc., (subject to fluctuation), $44,- 
713.78; sundry donations, $3337.33; old buildings sold, $455; 
from trustees, Isaac Delgado Memorial Fund, $5,733.32; sundry 
refunds, $507.22. Income from all sources for maintenance, 
$271,806.64. 

Total operating expenses for the year. $302,784.32 

Less receipts 271,806. 64 

Deficit to date $ 30,977.68 

With the patients remaining over January 1, 1914, and the 
admissions, there were treated during the year 17,449, or 2,393 
more than in 1913. Of the admissions, 9,700 were white, and 
7,042 colored. Of the white adults there were, males, 5,157; fe- 
males, 2,823; boys, 966; girls, 749. Of the colored adults there 
were, males, 3,476; females, 2,989; boys, 314; girls, 263. The 
deaths numbered 1,867, more by 101 than in 1913. The gross 
death rate was 10.69 per cent., and the net, leaving out subjects 
for Coroner's inquest, of which there were 202, and other deaths 
within 24 or 36 hours, reduces the percentage to 8.06 per cent. 
In the white and colored maternity service there were 521 ob- 
stetrical cases, with a maternal mortality of .034 per cent. The 
ambulance calls numbered 2.832. The total number of accident 
cases, 14,276. Operations performed in Miles Amphitheatre, 
3,189 ; in the Delgado Memorial, 3,597 ; total number during the 
year, 6,786. In the out clinics 30,547 were treated, and 127,559 
consultations given. Prescriptions filled by the Chemist, 68,463. 
In the Pathological Department 8,355 specimens were examined, 
and 453 necropsies were made. In the Pasteur Institute 975 ap- 
plied, of whom 353 were treated, with no deaths recorded. The 
Registrar reports 16,867 tabulated histories. 
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The Training School for Nurses .shows a total enrollment of 
109 during the year. Of this number there were graduated 33. 
The Senior Class of 1915 will comprise 25 pupils, and the total 
number on December 31st was 84. 

The total admissions for the year 191 1 were 23 per cent, 
greater than for the year 1912, which shows that the increased 
appropriation granted us by the Legislature was an absolute ne- 
cessity. 

The report of the Superintendent, Dr. C. D. W ilk ins, givt 
detail the numerous improvements that have been made during 
the year, and while there is a great deal yet to be done, undoubt- 
edly the institution more nearly approaches the standard of sim- 
ilar institutions throughout the United States than it has ever 
done in its history. 

We have had many extraordinary and unexpected expenses 
during the year, such as compliance with the rat-proofing ordi- 
nance, which will cost us $5,000; additional Insurance amounting 
to $325,000 has cost us $2,050; the new laundry, $7,085.37, \ 
$10,683 to be paid in 1915; the reconstruction of the Pathological 
Department, $5,718.29. Dr. Wilkins' report will give in detail 
other necessary improvements that have been made. 

We now have a Pathological Department, however, that the 
Hospital can well be proud of, and on account of the various se- 
rums needed by the Hospital that will now be furnished by this 
department there will probably be a savings to the Hospital of 
about $600 per month. 

For the first time in a great number of years none of the 
male help of the Hospital have slept in any of the wards, and we 
will soon have arrangements completed so that the female help 
will also be provided for outside of the Hospital. This will cer- 
tainly enable us to obtain the services of a better class of help, 
and at the same time give more room for the sick. 

The reports of Dr. Wilkins. Mr. .Matthews, the Treasurer; 
Dr. Duval, of the Pathological Department, and the reports of 
the chairmen of the various committees are so full that there is 
little for me to add. 

After an experience of eighteen months the Board is con- 
vinced that the management of the Hospital bv a Superintendent 
is an absolute necessity, and we consider that we were very fortu- 
nate in having obtained the services of the present superintend- 
ent, Dr. C. D. Wilkins, whose indefatigable energv. and the deep 
interest he takes in his work, have enabled es to make such great 
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improvements, which have added so materially to the comfort of 
the employees and the welfare of the patients. 

Sister Stanislaus has succeeded Sister Mary Agnes (who so 
faithfully devoted her services to the Hospital for so many years) 
as the head of the Sisters of Charity, and is of invaluable as- 
sistance to Dr, Wilkins. 

The standard of the Training School for Nurses has been 
raised, and a diploma to a graduate is even more valuable than it 
has been in the past. 

The Visiting Staff have shown their usual devotion to their 
duties, and the Charity Hospital should congratulate itself on 
having the services of men of such ability and standing in their 
profession. 

While we have received many generous donations in the past 
year, I feel sure that if the citizens of New Orleans would visit 
the Hospital oftener, ami see what a grand work is being carried 
on within its walls, they would appreciate the fact that there is 
no other institution more worthy of their philanthropy. 

What is particularly gratifying to our Board is the fact that 
each year the Sisters, Visiting Staff, Internes, Nurses, and the 
employees of every character, seem to take more and more in- 
terest and pride in the institution, and have assisted the Board in 
every way in their efforts to make the Charity Hospital more 
and more beneficial in relieving the sick and maintaining its repu- 
tation as one of the greatest institutions of its kind in this 
country. 

To my fellow-members of the Board I wish to express my 
thanks for their conscientious work during the past year, and 
feel that they have a right to be proud of what has been ac- 
complished.

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Report of Medical Committee 

New Orleans, February 15, 191 o. 
To the Vice-President and Board of Ad of the 

Charity Hospital, Xcir Orleans: 

Over a year has elapsed since Dr. Goldwater's report was 
received advising changes, many of which have been carried out 
under the superintendence of Dr. Wilkins. WeU endowed with 
natural ability and fully equipped by years of experience, Dr. 
Wilkins has performed the many difficult tasks set him with 
marked success. 

An Admitting: Department, in charge of the paid medical 
officer, who examines all cases and refers them to the proper 
wards, is a great improvement over the old method. 

The Pathological Department has been entirely reorganized. 
A complete modern laboratory has been installed through the 
generosity of a private donor, Mr. Rathborne. Antitetanic serum 
and typhoid vaccine are manufactured in the laboratory under 
the supervision of those in charge of the department. 

It is gratifying to note a great increase in the amount of gen- 
eral pathological work. 

The Out-patient Clinic has been removed to other quarters, 
where greater facilities permit more thorough attention to the 
patients. 

Through the hearty co-operation of the Visiting Staff, the 
new plan of distribution of work has succeeded admirablv. The 
Visiting Staff have devoted themselves with their customary con- 
scientious care to the treatment of their patients. 

More comfortable quarters have been provided for the In- 
ternes by the removal of the Out-patient Clinic to another build- 
ing Their work has been facilitated by the more central location 
of these quarters. 

The changing of the organization of the Hospital has made 
particularly difficult the services of the Internes. We are glad 
to report a constant and conscientious effort on their part to ful- 
fill their duties. 
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Too much praise cannot be given to the Sisters of Charity 
for their noble work in the Hospital. Their careful administra- 
tion of its Nursing and Housekeeping Department causes a very 
material saving; and their self-sacrificing devotion to the sick is 
cheerfully given without hope of any earthly reward, save the 
knowledge of duty well dune. 

The Hospital owes a debt of gratitude to Sister Agnes, for 
four years Sister Superior, who has been called to other fields of 
usefulness. 

Sister Stanislaus, appointed in her place, is eminently fitted 
to take over these arduous duties. During the many years of her 
connection with the Hospital she has earned the respect and 
good-will of every one by her sterling worth. 

The conditions at the Training School for Nurses have been 
greatly improved by the plans of reorganization undertaken by 
Sister Martha. This fact has been recognized by the State Board 
of Nurses' Examiners, who have raised the grade of the Training 
School so that it is now rated "Grade A." 

A set of rules governing every department of the Hospital 
has been prepared with great care by a special committee. These 
rules are now ready for publication and will go into effect within 
a month. 

A matter which has given grave concern to the Administra- 
tors is the crowded condition of many wards in the Hospital. 
One of the causes of this congestion is the presence of many old. 
infirm and incurable people, whose condition cannot be improved 
by medical care. They are simply poor people who have no 
homes. They are kept on at the Hospital because no provision 
is made for their care, and if they were discharged they would 
be turned out into the street, without hope of any shelter. In 
the few instances in which these cases have been discharged, our 
experience has taught us that the Hospital ambulance, in a few 
days, will return them again to our wards. 

The almshouses in the city are overcrowded, and the Home 
for Incurables is entirely inadequate for the demands made upon 
it. Many cases which should be cared for in some one of these 
institutions are brought to the Charity Hospital, filling our wards, 
which is an injustice to the deserving sick.

We beg to submit for your consideration the following reoort 
of the House Committee: s pun 

The accompanying report of the Superintendent covers fully 
.such matters as are usually embodied in the report of this com- 
tee; however, in our report for the year 1913 we advised 
that the specifications for plumbing of the main building would 
be completed in a short time. This was done, and the contract 
was let to Mr. Lionel F. Favret, the lowest bidder, for the sum 
ot $18,315. A number of small jobs paid for out of this appro- 
pnatim, , during the years 1912 and 1913 aggregated the sum of 

180,000, $18,081.06. You will thus see that there is a very small 
il amount of contract is paid. The permits 
"quired in the tasurance companies (this being considered ex- 
traordinary repairs) cost approximately $700; and. further, our 
Engineering Hepartment was called upon to do temporary work, 
which would perhaps amount to $1,000. Thus the actual' cost of 
plumMni in the man, building will esceed the appropriation by 
about ? I. ... hi with no provision for architect's fees, the latter es- 
timated on a basis of g per cent— equal to, say, $900. 

It is with a feeling of great pride, and genuine gratefulness 
to 0l1 • ,ed feUow-citizen, Mr. Joseph Rathborne, that we call 

particular attention to the reconstruction and equipment of 
the 1 atholotfeal Department Not since the vear 1881 has any 
materia] change been made in this department, owing to the lack 
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of funds; but Mr. Rathborne in the early part of tne year 1914 
handed your chairman a check for $2,500 to start this work, and 
intimated a further donation when completed. The total cost 
$5,718.29, and since the first of this year Mr. Rathborne handed 
in his eheck for $3,218.29 additional. With the present equip- 
ment and facilities (thanks to Mr. Rathborne) the State of Lou- 
isiana may be justly proud of this addition to the Charity Hos- 
pital. 

It is with pleasure that we advise you that the new laundry 
was completed during the month of December, 1914, and in full 
operation. This fills a long-felt want in the Hospital; and the 
next and most important work to be undertaken is a refrigerat- 
ing plant, whereby the milk, vegetables and meals may be prop- 
erly stored and kept. The present facilities for this purpose are 
very antiquated and do not provide at the present time sufficient 
space for the milk alone.

To the Vice-President and Board of Admin- Q f the 

Charity Hospital, New Orleans: 

GENTLEMEN — The accompanying statement, prepared by the 
Secretary-Treasurer, deals so fully with the finances of the Hos- 
pital that an extended report from this committee is not at this 
time necessary. 

To meet the genera] operating expenses, we were compelled 
to borrow $6,000, and to encroach upon the Special Fund, which 
is derived from legacies and regarded as a reserve, to the amount 
of $15,800.59. In addition, the sum of $14,600.29 was taken from 
this same Special Fund to pay for improvements and new equip- 
ment, the need of which was urgent. 

By your direction and with the consent and approval of the 
State Insurance Board, this committee increased the insurance 
carried on the Hospital's buildings and equipment approximately 
$325,000, bringing the total amount of insurance now in force to 
$/ 25,475, or about 75 per cent, of a fair valuation of the property 
insured. 

To conform to the requirements of the United States Public 
Health Department, the Hospital's buildings are being made rat- 
proof; the expense of which work, not yet completed, Will be ap- 
proximately $5,000.

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Reference to the foregoing table shows that the work for 
the year has increased by nearly 12 per cent in admissions to 
the Hospital and out-patient department, and in the number of 
operations performed. 

These three items will serve to show the extra amount of 
service given to the public during the past year, and fully justifies 
you in the request for additional appropriation if the cost of 
treatment per patient were to remain the same as 1912. 

327,632 days' treatment were given at a total cost of 
$281,903.18, this latter sum including all expenses of the Hos- 
pital, except corporation expenses, entirely new work or repairs 
of an unusual nature. 

Reckoned in this manner, the per capita cost will be 86 cents, 
a remarkably low figure for a general Hospital, and to be ac- 
counted for by the relatively slow-moving population and the 
number of inexpensive days' treatment given to chronic invalids 
and homeless convalescents who are so numerous in the wards. 
The small number of employees in proportion to the number of 
patients and the large amount of gratuitous services given to the 
Charity Hospital, 

In the Pathological Department's report, you Mill find the 
record of results from the increased activity and interest in that 
branch of the Hospital work. 

The manufacture of anti-tetanic serum undertaken and 
carried out successfully by this department baa been of great 
financial assistance. During the year 5,131 packages of tetanus 
serum were used, the average cost being $1.00 each ; 1,557 pack- 
ages were furnished by the Hospital, and at the close of the year 
about 1,400 doses were on hand. 

The Dental Clinic has done much work since its opening in 
June, 1914, but there has been too little demand made upon this 
department. The public should be more fully informed, and a 
far larger number of treatments given during this year. This 
clinic is open daily and free to all poor children. 

The admitting system as established last year has been 
continued and improved, and is giving more satisfaction and 
better results as it becomes more fully understood. The removal 
of this office to the Main Building became necessary during the 
last summer, when extreme precautions against plague cases had 
to be taken, and in another part of this report more explanation 
of its location will be given.

By your order a night watchman is now employed to make 
regular rounds throughout the buildings of the Hospital. 

An entire reorganization of the Training School for Nurses 
has been made to meet the requirements of the State Board of 
Examiners. This school is now rated in Class A as to equipment 
and requirements for graduation. 

We are still handicapped in caring for the patients by lack 
of nurses, the proportion to patienta in this Hospital being but 
one nurse to ten patients, while general custom demands for an 
institution of this character one nurse to five patients. 

Your attention should be called to the overcrowded condi- 
tion of the wards assigned to colored patients. In these wards 
patients are frequently forced to lie two in one bed, and wards 
designed to hold ten patients have had as many as nineteen 
crowded into them. 

In the ward assigned to colored children, the conditions are 
the worst. All children, whatever the complaint, are placed in 
this ward, and as high as thirty patients have been reported in 
this thirteen-bed ward. 

Galleries could be easily constructed to help relieve this 
condition for the women and children if funds were available. 
IMPROVEMENTS AND REPAIRS. 

In the report of last year, attention was called to the needs 
of the Hospital as follows : 

Dormitories and dining-rooms for employees. 

New laundry equipment. 

Refrigerating plant. 

New X-Ray equipment. 

New equipment for Pathological Department. 

Wards for tuberculosis patients- 
Isolation rooms. 

At the end of the year, three of these needs have been 
supplied in full, three m part and one not at all.

Ambulance House buildings and grounds near it The 
rooms over the Ambulance House nront- « Ju 

nou3e proper are now occupied by 
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the white male employees. The Internes, as will be noted else- 
where, have been moved to another building. This change has 
allowed of the removal of all white male employees from the 
wards and the attic of the Main Building, a need felt for many 
years. Before the rooms were occupied, they were all cleaned, 
whitewashed or painted and necessary repairs made. Forty-six 
men are comfortably housed in these rooms at present. 

The brick house in the rear of the Ambulance yard has been 
for years in a most untidy and unsanitary condition, not meeting 
with the Board of Health's requirements, as to plumbing or 
general condition. The rat-proofing ordinance passed last 
summer called for the reconstruction of the walls of this house 
or for a concrete floor. As the wood floor and timbers were 
rotted, it was decided to fill and concrete the whole of the floor. 
This was done, a shower bath, lavatory and water-closet installed 
on the lower floor, and one water-closet on the second floor. A 
water-closet and lavatory was at the same time installed for 
the use of the carpenters and painters. The rooms and halls 
of this building are being painted and will soon make pleasant 
quarters for twelve white male employees. 

The rat-proofing ordinance compelled the entire renovation 
of all the stables, store-rooms and sheds in the rear, the closing 
of all openings under the carpenters' shop, as well as screening, 
etc., for the roofs of the stalls. 

This work, though done in the most economical manner, cost 
$1,346.00, but it may now be felt that no more need be expended 
in this way for many years. The whole group of buildings is 
now in first-class condition, as to sanitation and comfort for the 
employees. All of this work has been inspected and passed by 
the city authorities. 

THE POLYCLINIC BUILDING. 

This building has been leased from the Tulane Polyclinic 
for a term of five years, no money payment being required, but 
the Hospital is to assume care of the building, pay insurance, 
etc.. and at the end of the term receive one-half the value of the 
improvements, as estimated at that time. 

This additional space has been utilized for out-patient 
clinics, giving more room for the work of this department, and 
has allowed us to abandon for clinic use the building formerly 
used as the women and children's clinics.

NURSES' DINING ROOM, NEWLY EQUIPPED 
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very kindly offered to pay for the screening of the galleries on 

the south side of the building, the cost being $450.00. Children 
are now able to sleep out on these galleries when it is deemed 
necessary, and at all times have free access to them without 
being troubled by insects. Again, we have greater safety, for 
guard wire being placed on the screen to a height of five feet 
prevents any possibility of a child falling from the galleries. 

In the basement of this building a number of changes have 
been made. Lacking dining-room accommodations in other parts 
of the institution, we have been obliged to use this basement for 
dining-rooms. The nurses' dining-room in the southwest corner 
has been fitted with electric lights, fan outlets and painted. 
Small tables, each seating eight nurses, have been purchased to 
replace the three long tables, which formerly extended the full 
length of this room. This increases the seating capacity some- 
what, lessens the cost for linen and laundry, and makes it a much 
more agreeable manner of seating. The room in the northeast 
corner has been treated in the same way, and prepared for use 
as an internes' dining-room. The room formerly occupied by 
them in the Sisters' Building having become badly crowded, it 
is proposed to treat the room opposite the nurses" dining-room 
in the same way and utilize it for white male employees. All 
pipes, etc., have been put in first-class condition and the whole 
basement repainted. 

NURSES' HOME. 
The first floor of the Nurses' Home, used as diet kitchen, 
parlors, library, and Superintendent of Nurses" office has been 
renovated. The wood floor had become decayed and had broken 
through in a number of places; the furniture was very scant, 
and altogether unattractive. Lighting was by gas, and the 
ceiling being low, much inconvenience was felt from heat, ami 
the walls and ceiling were always stained by the deposit of dust 
and soot. All the floor on the east of the central hall, and one 
on the west, were removed and a concrete foundation put in. over- 
laid with tongue and grooved hard pine floors. The central hall 
throughout was tiled with white Ceramic tiling. The other 
floors were in such shape that batleship linoleum served to put 
them in good condition. Electric ceiling lights were placed 
throughout all these rooms. The walls were painted a soft gray. 
and the woodwork cleaned and varnished. Inexpensive but sub-

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tagious diseases in women and children in this department, and 
to compel isolation from the other patients. 

GATE HOUSE ON HOWARD STREET. 
The seeond door of this building has been used for a dor- 
mitory for white male employees. It was reported last year that 
no toilet or bath was connected with this room, in which 23 men 
slept. A portion of the gallery toward the court was enclosed 
and the necessary toilets, bath and lavatory installed. The first 
floor of this building, used for storage, hud a wooden floor, and 
therefore had to be changed and a concrete floor has been laid. 
The renovation of this department is now going on, and store 
and supply rooms sufficient to hold all of the ordinary supplies 
will be arranged in these rooms. 

PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 

Through a gift of $5,718.29, (in memory of his son) from 
Mr. Cornelius Rathborn, we have been able to effect a complete 
reorganization of the Pathological Department Building. Briefly, 
this has been a change in the rooms on the upper floor, giving 
us four separate rooms, in which are installed numerous sinks, 
desks, tables, and the necessary cabinets to hold specimens, glass- 
ware, etc. This department, with its equipment, is now in first- 
class condition, and in it the Pathological Staff are able to do the 
necessary work for the institution. 

In the lower rooms used as morgue and autopsy rooms, we 
have installed one refrigerating box, kindly loaned us by Tulane 
University, in which bodies may be kept without exposing them 
as previously. These rooms have also been renovated by painting 
and all necessary general repairs, including full length screens 
to all doors and windows. 

The driveway in the rear, which was of old composition 
blocks, was in very bad shape and has been replaced with solid 
concrete. Iron pipe stands for animal cages are placed in this 
driveway, and the whole may now be kept in a sanitary condition. 

Comparison and reference to the report of this department 
will show how the amount of work has increased and developed 
since better facilities for such work has been given. 

BOILER-HOUSE. 

In the main room of the boiler-house, the sewer pumps, 
which, since the installation of the city sewer system, have be-

LAUNDRY. 
By far the largest work undertaken during the vear has 
been the renovation of the Laundry. This had become so in- 
adequate in every respect, that its entire renewal was necessary. 
In order to get sufficient space, the machine shop, which was in 
the addition toward Gravier street, was moved out next to the 
white women s building. What was an open shed was enclosed, 
now giving us a smaller but adequate shop for the Engineer's De- 
partment. After competitive bidding, the contract for the ma- 
chinery was awarded to the American Laundry Machinerv Com- 
pany for the sum of $10,521.40, they to install all machinery. 
Ihe following is a list of the machinery bought and now in active 
service : 

One six-roll mangle, two steam-heated body ironers, eight 
electric irons with stands, one conveyor dry room, one .steam- 
heated tumbler one dry tumbler, one dampening press, three 
36x54 metal washers, two 40-inch overhung extractors, one 36x54 
sterilizer washer one starch cooker, one starch extractor, one 
four compartment alberene set tub, one 36xl22-inch tank heater, 
two 10-horsepower alternating current motors. This sum also 
includes changing the old belt driven mangle into an electric 
driver, machine with safety attachment. All floors were con- 
creted. Carpenter and mason work was done bv a local con- 
tractor on a 10 per cent profit basis, the total cost of all supplies, 
labor etc. being $7,085.30. Extension tracks are now being run 
to both the east and west ends of the building, the plan being 
to have the clothes delivered at the west end and carried from 
the washers to the ironing machines, and out at the east end. 
All of this work was done without our being obliged to send any 
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of our laundry away, although many difficulties were experienced 
in this endeavor. We now have a laundry that is thoroughly 
efficient in every particular and is capable of doing the work 
of the Hospital for many years. In the various rooms spaces 
are left for more machinery when it becomes necessary. Remov- 
ing the partitions between rooms has made it a far more com- 
fortable place in which to work both in regard to light and air. 

Toilets and a shower bath for men and tub bath for 'women 
employees were provided for the laundry, and two toilets for the 
shop and yard men in the machinist's department. The upper 
floor used as dormitories was furnished with two tub baths, two 
toilets and two lavatories, the whole being grouped to connect 
with the same sewer as the plumbing of the first floor. 

MAIN BUILDING. 
The Legislature of 1912 having appropriated $20,000 for 
the renovation of the plumbing about the Hospital, plans and 
specifications were drawn and a contract let for complete reno- 
vation of the plumbing of toilet rooms on the east and west ends 
of the Main Euilding. These were six in number and were in 
such a condition that complete renovation was essential. The 
necessary plumbing work was so extensive that we found it im- 
possible to make the sum at hand do more than equip these six 
toilet rooms, as nearly $2000 had been used from the appropria- 
tion for plumbing of the Clinics, etc. Specifications were pre- 
pared, making these rooms sanitary in every respect and of a 
permanent nature, but we were obliged, because of the cost, to 
use wood partitions instead of marble. However, sanitary 
tile floors and first-class plumbing fixtures, shower, tub, sitz 
and foot baths, porcelain urinals, self-flushing closets and slop 
sinks have been installed, and the set of rooms on the east end 
have been completed and are now in use. The two galleries in 
the rear of the first floor had wood floors, which were in bad con- 
dition, and did not comply with the rat-proofing ordinance. These 
floors were replaced by concrete, and at the same time inclines 
to each door from the hall between the Amphitheater and the 
Main Building were made. Previously, there has been two steps 
up which every patient who was brought from any of the other 
buildings had to be lifted. These inclines allow a patient to be 
rolled up on the stretcher without inconvenience to the patient 
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or effort on the part of the orderly. We also have a clean .uni- 
tary floor for these galleries, which is rat and insect-proof. 

The four rear galleries on the upper floors of this building 
have been completely screened with rust-proof screen cloth, and

The small galleries of 
wards 12 and 34 have been screened and canvas roller curtains 
placed inside these screens for protection against rain. These 
porches have been utilized throughout the year as outdoor sleep- 
ing places for tubercular patients. 

SISTERS' BUILDING AND KITCHEN DEPARTMENT. 
The lower floor of this building, used for the main kitchen, 
dining-rooms, pantry, etc., including the gallery, has been 
screened entire. All of the old blinds were removed from the 
gallery in front, and on the rear of the building, the fish, re- 
frigerator and work shed floor was concreted, raised somewhat, 
snd screened. This room was repainted and the gallery in front 
whitewashed. The total cost of the screening was $400.00. 

In the shed, or extension before mentioned, an electric- 
driven potato parer and a power meat chopper, both gifts from 
Mr. Stauffer, were installed and have been most useful adjuncts 
to the kitchen work. Later in the year a four-compartment 
steam sterilizer was installed in the main kitchen at a cost of 
$96.00. The wood floor of the main kitchen had been replaced 
with white ceramic tiling. All of the other floors in the first 
story of this building were of wood, in many places badly de- 
cayed. The rat-proofing ordinance called for repair of the walls 
about this building or of the replacement of these floors with 
concrete. Investigation showed that the timbers were badly 
decayed in some places and the floors would have to be replaced. 
It was therefore decided to fill and concrete all floors in this 
department. At the end of the year the gallery and two of the* 
rooms were completed and a certain amount of painting and 
general renovation had been accomplished. This work, except 
painting, is being done by a contractor on a 10 per cent, profit 
basis, and will give us permanent insect and rodent-proof floors 
throughout. A considerable number of small repairs have been 
made and some added conveniences have been placed in the upper 
floors of this building. 

GROUNDS.

In the Pasteur anti-rabic division, 975 patients applied for 
various bites inflicted by animals presumably rabid. Of these, 
353 were vaccinated. The result of examination of animals 
(when these could be secured, for the presence of rabies has been 
the guide in administering treatment. One hundred and fifty 
animal brains have been examined during 1914 against 70 of 
1913 and 6 in 1912. By this means it has been possible to conduct 
this division on a more scientific basis and to save expense, loss 
of time and discomfort to many who would otherwise have been 
subjected to these inconveniences. There has been not a single 
fatality among those who have received the full course of anti- 
rabic vaccinations. The new method of preparing this virus, 
which has given such excellent results, has decreased the cost 
of production, while the income derived from its administration 
to patients applying from other States than Louisiana has 
amounted to $2,279.31. Applications have been made from in- 
dividuals for the virus to protect stock, etc., from the bites of 
rabid animals. Until recently it has not been possible to supply 
them except at an increased cost to the institution. The new 
method of preparing the virus makes it now possible to supply 
it to the farmers of Louisiana at a low cost. We would suggest 
that this matter be considered with a view of increasing the 
revenues to the Hospital, provided it does not conflict with in- 
terstate laws, taxes and licenses. 

The present laboratory space, notwithstanding its splendid 
equipment, does not afford the necessary accommodation for the 
men to carry on the increasing laboratory work of the Hospital. 
The storeroom space for stock materials, records, valuable 
pathological tissues and specimens is at present entirely in- 
adequate and offers a serious problem in the near future. 1 ne 
institution needs a larger Pathological building in which this 
difficulty can be overcome, and in addition to the present work it 
will then be possible to carry on research studies upon the etiology 
and treatment of Pellagra, Leprosy and other diseases peculiar 
to our community. If it is not possible to have a larger build-

Report of the Dental Clinic 

New Orleans, La., January 7, 1915. 
Dr. C. D. Wilkins, Superintendent, Charity Hospital, City 

Dear Doctor-I herewith submit to your Board the follow 
ing report of the Dental Clinic: iollow-

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The Committee selected was as follows: Dr. J. P. Wahl, 
Chairman; Drs. A. L. Ducasse, E. B. Ducasse, Paul De Verges. 
L. C. Dempsey, A. G. Freiderichs and R. E. Esnard. 

The Committee, after investigating, found that the under- 
taking of establishing this Clinic was so great that we would 
have to get the co-operation of every ethical dentist of our city, 
and immediately a petition was drawn up to be presented to 
the Board of Administrators of Charity Hospital, in which we 
asked permission to establish, free of cost to the Board, this long- 
felt want. 

This petition was signed by some fifty-two ethical dentists, 
and was accepted by the Board of Charity Hospital. 

A subscription was taken among the ethical dentists for 
purchasing the necessary equipment, which resulted in the final 
equipping of three operating rooms at an expense of eight 
hundred and fifty dollars ($850.00). 

This equipment was turned over to your Board on Wednes- 
day, June 24, 1914. 

Since the opening of the Clinic we have extracted seven 
hundred and ninety-five (7951 teeth; treated seven hundred and 
fifty-one (751) ; put in three hundred and eighty-nine (389) 
fillings, and handled eighteen surgical cases, including the re- 
duction of fractures and removal of growths, etc.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT *» 



Some adequate provision must be made for refrigeration of 
milk, meats, etc., near the kitchen. The lossfrom sotted milk 
and spoiled food with our present faculties is too K^eat to be 
allowed to continue. If no special appropriation can be had i 
would recommend that the present rooms near the kitchen be 
changed by proper rearrangement and converted into ice-cooled 
storerooms. 

TUBERCULAR WARDS.

Though the State has begun the construe 
tion of a Tuberculosis Hospital, and the Anti-Tnbereolosia League 
are increasing and enlarging their sphere of activity. I think it 
probable that this Hospital will never be free from some patients 
suffering with this disease. Many require surgical care from 
highly trained Specialists, which would be difficult to obtain 
away from a medical center. Cooperation among all the 
agencies trying to stamp out this disease is necessary, and the 
Charity Hospital must assume its share. 

PAINTING. 

Except the woodwork, the interiors of all the old group of 
buildings have been whitewashed. 

This condition does not allow of washing, and dust, scales 
of lime, etc., are a constant source of trouble and danger. The 
expense is considerable, since the accumulation of years moat 
be scraped away before oil paint may be applied. 

A few wards and many of the halls have been renovated 
during the past year, and this work should be carried on till all 
walls are covered. 

To your Board, the Visiting and Interne Staffs, and the 
Sisters of Charity and Nurses, who all give services freely for

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Report of the Directress of Nurses 

New Orleans, La. 

Gentlemen— This report records the twenty-first year of 
the Training School. The history of all schools is one of struggle; 
the difficulty which has to be met comes chiefly from a shortage 
of desirable applicants. This deficiency is largely due to the 
effort made to maintain the standard required by the Louisiana 
Board of Nurses Examiners. 

The school operates a system in theory and practice equiv- 
alent to that in vogue in accredited schools of other States. This 
school is graded in Class A. 

The school provides entire nursing service in all the depart- 
ments of the Hospital. In order to improve the night service, 
an emergency nurse has been provided; this, however, does not 
meet the needs. To equip every department adequately would 
require an average of 200 nurses, a much more generous propor- 
tion than is now available. The crowded condition of the Nurses' 
Home would forestall any considerable increase. It has been 
necessary to plaee graduate nurses to fill the deficiency. 

We are at present maintaining a nine-hour system, with 
two six-hour days weekly. 

There has been considerable illness among the nurses; five 
have contracted diphtheria while on duty in the contagious de- 
partment; all, however, recovered without sequelae. 

The cases of discipline have been few, considering the size 
of the school, and the changes in the nursing personnel. 

During the year just ended, the teaching faculty has been 
strengthened by the addition of three instructors. This we hope 
to add to during the coming year. 

The Nurses* Home has been improved considerably, thereby 
affording greater comfort for the household. 

Under the head of general improvement may be mentioned 
the tiling of the whole lower floor, painting of the interior, in- 
stallation of electric lights. A business office has been fur- 
nished for the Directress of Nurses ; also one for the Superin-
